A QUESTION FOR THE REPUBLICANS. 

Mr. McMilian—Will you pernfit a question ?

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The sub-eommittee 
of the house elections committee, which vis- 
ited Arkansas to investigate the Clayton- 
Breckenridge contest, has returned to Wash- 
ington.

A STORM IN MISSOURL 


A Hurricane Does Great Damage in Jeffer- 
son City, But no Lives Lost. 

Kansas City, May 12.—A special from Jef- 
ferson City, Mo., says: A terrific hurricane, 
accompanied by an extraordinary fall of rain, 
swept over this city this afternoon at 4 o’clock. 
The wind blew at the rate of sixty-five miles 
an hour, and the rain fellin torrents. A large 
section of the roof of the state-house was blown 
off, and the oftices below were deluged with 
water. The roof of the penitentiary hospital 
was blown away. A heavy area.of stone on top 
of the rear wall of St. Patrick’s cathedral was 
blown down. It crashed through the roof to 
the basement below, wrecked the altar and 
ruined the sacristy, and small houses all over 
town were demolished, and much damage 
was done to trees and shrubbery. In the 
country northeast of here, many barns were 
demolished and miles of fences leveled to the 
ground. .No lives were lost in the city, and 
so far as teported, no loss of life occured in 
the track of the storm.

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SPEAKING FOR SILVER. 


FOR THREE HOURS 


ON THE BILL BEFORE THE SENATE. 


He Contends That the Shrinkage in the 
Volume of Money Causes Depression 
Throughout the World. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—In the senate, 
among the bills reported from committees and 
placed on the calendar were the following: 

Senate bill authorizing the county of 
Pulaski, in Georgia, to maintain a high wagon 
and foot bridge across the Ocmulgee river, near 
Hawkinsville, Ga. 

Mr. Hoar, from the judiciary committee, re- 
ported back the house amendment to the 
anti-trust bill with an amendment. 

Messrs. Vest and Coke stated, as members of 
committee, that they did not concur in the 
report, and Mr. Hoar explained the effect of 
the action recommended. Thejjmtater went 
over till tomorrow. 

The senate proceeded to the consideration of 
the bill authorizing the issue of treasury notes 
on deposits of silver bullion. 

SENATOR JONES ON THE FLOOR. 

Mr. Jones, of Nevada, who reported the bill 
from the committee on finance, addressed the 
senate. He spoke of the general unrest: pre- 
vailing throughout the country. The prices of 
commodities, he said, had fallen, and con- 
tinued to fall. Such a phenomenon as a con- 
stant and progressive fall in the general range 
of prices had always exercised so baleful an 
influence on the prosperity of mankind that it 
never failed to excite attention. When a fall 
in prices was found operating on the products 
of all industries; when it was found not to be 
confined to any one clime, country or race, but 
to be diffused over the civilized world ;jfound not 
to be characteristic of any one year, but to go 
on for a series of years, it became manifest that 
it could not arise from local, temporary or 
subordinate causes, but that it must have its 
genesis and development in some principal 
of universal application. What was it, he 
asked, that produced the general decline of 

rices in any country? It was the shrinkage 
in the volume of money relatively to popula- 
tion and business. The world had never had a 
proper system of money. Prosperity and 
speculation had been stimulated at times by 
great vields from mines; and when those were 
worked out, then came revulsion and adver- 
sity. 

HOW PROSCRIPTION OF SILVER WORKED. 

He went on to speak of the natural ratio be- 
tween gold and silver existing for 2,500 or 3,000 
years—a ratio of 154 to l—and said that it was 
only since the legislative proscription of silver 
in Germany and the United States, and its 
banishment from the mints of Europe, that 
any national change in that ratio took place, 
and that the present divergence in the relative 
value of the two metals was directly due to the 
legal outlawry of silver, and not to any natural 
causes. It had always been the object of the 
creditor class to enhance the value of money 
by reducing its volume, so that when the gold 
mines of California and Australia were pro- 
ducing the largest _yield, it was _pro- 

rnosed to demonetize gold. He quoted the 

‘rench  publicist—Chevalier—as advocat- 
ing the discarding of that metal 
which gave the greatest abundance, and 
quoted another Frenchman—Bonnell—as say- 
ing the world was saturated with precious 
metals, and that if there was any danger 
against which it was necessary to@zuard it was 
that saturation. The motive of demonetiza- 
tion in the case of silver, as well as of gold, 
was, Mr. Jones said, to aggrandize the creditor 
class of the world and to confiscate, as far as 
practicable, the rewards of the hardy toilers. 


Germany after her war with France as having 
inflicted greater evils on her people than her 
armies had inflicted on France, and said that 
when it began to have its effect a veritable 
hegira of German population began to take 
place. If surprise were felt at the selfishness 
of the privileged classes in Europe in demonet- 
izing silver, what, he asked, was to be said in 
defense of the United States in demonetizing 
silver? : 

THE OVERTHROW OF SILVER A BLUNDER. 

No such stupenduous act of folly and 
injustice, he said, had ever been per- 
petrated by representativesof afree people. 
The United States was not a creditor nation; 
its people did not own thousands of millions 
in foreign lands, so that they would be paid 
their interest in appreciated money. Instead 
of demonetization helping to rob the creditor 
foreigners, it helped them to despoil the debt- 
ors in America. In view of all the circum- 
stances; in view of the herculean difticulties 
with which the nation was surrounded in 
1873, the demonetization of silver by the United 
States had to be regarded as one of those his- 
torical blunders that were worse than crimes. 
It was the child of ignorance and avarice, and 
it had proved a prolific parent of enforced 
idleness, poverty and misery. No better 
remedy could be applied than the absolute 
reverse of that legislation and putting back 
the monetary system of the country to what it 
was before 1873. 

A HISTORICAL REVIEW. 

Mr. Jones went into a historical review of 
the relations which the two metals had borne 
to each other as money since 1819, when Great 
Britain, first among the nations of the earth 
to take that action, demonetized silver. Re- 
curring then to the pending bill, Mr. Jones 
said that he had reported it from the commit- 
tee on finance, but that it did not fully reflect 
his yiews regarding the relation which silver 
should bear to the monetary circulation of the 
country or the world. He declared himself, 


at all times and in all places, the 
firm and unwavering advocate of the 
free and unlimited coinage . of _ silver. 


In view, however, of the great diversity of 
views prevailing on the subject, and the possi- 
bility that by reason of such diversity the ses- 
sion of congress might terminate without 
affording the country any relief from the hate- 
ful and benumbing effects of the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, he had joined with other mem- 
bers of the committee in reporting the bill. 
Under the circumstances, however, he wished 
to say that he held himself free to vote for any 
amendment that might be offered which might 
tend to rnake the bill a more perfect measure 
of relief, and that might be more in conso- 
nance with his individual convictions. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Teller, Mr. Jones 
postponed finishing his speech until tomorrow. 
ATTENTIVELY LISTENED TO. 

The scene in the senate chamber during the 
delivery of the speech was a fair indication of 
the great interest felt in it and‘in the subject. 
Senators from the ‘minin 
Stanford, Hearst, Stewart, Teller and others— 
sat quite close to Mr, Jones and gave him their 
most earnest attention.

GROWTH OF THE SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


Repert of the Committee to the Methodist 
Conference at St. Louis. 

St. Lovurs, May 12.—In the Methodist 
Episeopal conference this morning, after the 
usual exercises, the Sunday-school committee, 
through its chairman, O. T. J. McGrider, of 
Baltimore, submitted a report in which was 
stated that ‘the past four years have been the 
most prosperous in our history. The increase 
in our Sunday-school membership and in the 
circulation of our periodical literature is very 
encourarging and the relation of our Sunday- 
schools to the church generally is becoming 
more satisfactory every year. We now have 
12,589 Sunday-schools with 88,839 teachers and 
693,845 scholars; total 782.684. This 
is an increase during the quadrennium of 1,967 
schools, with 16,866 teachers and 132,098 
scholars; total, 148,684. The circulation of 
our Sunday-school periodicals has increased 
during the four years 261,550. We now issue 
monthly 782,000 copies, and in addition to this 
we furnigh the African Methodist Episcopal 
church 6,900 copies per month.” 

The committee on episcopacy reported an 
eulogixtic memorial on Bishop McTyeire, who 
was gepior bishop at the timeof his death, 
and-® was adopted. 

E. 8. Hunt, of the American Bible society, 
was introduced to the conference and spoke a 
few words. 

The committee on revivals made two long 
reports on proposed changes in minor details 
of discipline. They recommended non-con- 
currence in nearly every instance. 

A resolution was adopted providing for the 
appointment of a committee to consist of four 
laymen and three ministers to consider the ex- 
pediency of constituting a board of trustees to 
be invested with corporate powers and author- 
ized to receive and holdin trust and for the 
benefit of the church, under the direction of 
the general conference, any and all donations, 
bequests, devises and grants of whatever de- 
scrption made to the church, south, as such, 
and if the same be deemed expedient, to. re- 
port the plan of said trusteeship and for inser- 
tion in the discipline of a statute in accordance 
therewith. 

Bishop Dunean, from the chair, appointed 
the following gentleman as a committee, 
which is tobe known as the committee on 
trusteeship: E.H. East, of Tennessee; E. E. 
Jackson, ex-governor of West Virginia; 
Thomas Seay, governor of Alabama; Samuel 
Cupples and Rev. T. M. Finney, of St. Louis; 
Rev. W.S, Black and Rev, S. p Wright. 

Another resolution against the liquor trafic 
was introduced, and referred to the commit- 
tee on ote ae 8 

The resolution to increase salaries of bishops 
from $3,000 to $4,000 per annum, was sent to 
the committee on the episcopacy. 

A way is to be provided for the legal raising 
of funds to pay the salaries of presiding elders. 

A resolution calling for the insertion in the 
appendix to the discipline of the resolutions 
adopted last Thursday, condemning wordli- 
ness, dancing, card-playing, theatre-going, 
etc., was laid on the table. 

The Rio Grande mission conference, in a 
memorial, called attention to the great increase 
in the membership of the Spanish-speaking 
missions, and asked for the assignment of a 
bishop in that field. Referred to the commit- 
tee on episcopacy. 

The convention then adjourned.

A BLACK FIEND 


WHO TRIED TO KILL THE FAMILY 
OF HiS BENEFACTOR. 


A Negro Chain-gang Hand Tuarns Upon the 
Family Which Had Taken Him Out of 
the Gang, and Poisons Six. 


MARIETTA, Ga., May 12.—[Special.]—Quite 
a sensation has been created in this section 
lately, by a case of wholesale poisoning, which 
Was perpetrated by a sixteen-year-old negro 
boy, on the family of Colonel John QO. Gar- 
trell, five miles west of town. 

TAKEN OUT OF THE GANG. 

During the last term of Cobb superior court, 
this negro boy, Jim Walker, by name, was 
sentenced by Judge Gober toa term of four 
months in the chain-gang for carrying concealed 
weapons. Colonel Gartrell was prevailed upon 
by the boy to pay him out and let him work it 
out on Colonel Gartrell’s farm. This was 
agreed to by Colonel Gober and the negro was 
put to work six weeks ago. 

THE FAMILY POISONED. — 

One morning last week, shortly after break- 
fast, Colonel Gartrel] with six members of his 
family, were taken violently ill. 
of this place, was sent for, and found the en- 
tire family suffering terribly from poison, but 
he went to work, and after a few days’ time 
brought them out all right. Just how the 
family were poisoned puzzled everybody for 
awhile; but, finally, a small negro boy about 
twelve years old, living on the place, gave the 
secret away that Jim Walker had put poison 
in the tea-kettle, which, after an examination, 
proved to be true, as the inside of the kettle 
was stained with arsenic. 

THE BOY ARRESTED. 

The negro boy was arrested by Sheriff Mc- 
Lain on Friday evening on a warrant for an 
assault with attempt to murder, and after hav- 
ing a committing trial before Justice Winn, 
was bound over to the superior court. 

In the trial it was proved that Jim Walker 
made an attempt, a short time ago, to buy 
arsenic at Crosby’s drug store, but was refused. 
It is Supposed that he got rough-on-rats, as 
that contained arsenic. 

TOOK THE POISON ROUTE. 


Allen Floyd Lets Cold Poison Get Away 
With Him. 

ATHENS, Ga., May 12.—[Special.]—Allen 
Floyd, the negro who carved up his wife a few 
days since in such artistic style, is no more. 

He preferred to take the suicide route to 
eternity in preference to the hangman’s. 

When he had finished his diabolical work in 
attempting the life of his wife, he skipped out 
for parts unknown, and for several days was 
not heard from.

MADISON AFLAME, 


CALLS MADE ON ATIEANTA AND 
ATHENS FOR HELP. 


After a Hard Fight With the Flames They 
Are Subdued—The Losses and the In- 
surance—To Be Kebuilt. 


| Mapison, Ga.. May 12.—[{Special.]—The 
most disastrous fire which has occurred in this 
city in years, was witnessed by our people this 
morning. 

At 9% o’clock, the quiet atmosphere of our 
peaceful city was disturbed by the ringing of 
the city bell, and loud cries of fire. 

Animmense volume of black smoke was 
seen ascending from the row of wooden build- 
ings on Railroad street, upon the land owned 
by Mr. A. 8S. Hough. . The flames were 
already leaping through the walls and roof of 
the shanty occupied by Milton Jones, colored, 
and at once it was seen that it would be im- 
possible to save the building. 

The building which first caught, was in the 
center of arow of wooden structures, and to 
burn one meant the whole block, and possibly 
the whole business portion of the city. 

FIGHTING THE FLAMES. 

At the alarm of fire men were seen running 
from every quarter and soon the scene of the 
conflagration was thronged with a busy, mov- 
ing, working mass of human beings, all frantic 
in their efforts to save the town. The fire 
held full sway over the block of wooden build- 
ings, and they were laid in ashes. The 
heat of the flames could be felt for 
squares around. The _ store owned 
by Mr. C. M. Furlow, with only a 
narrow alley separaving them from the burn- 
ing block, was in imminent danger, and the 
fire-fighters turned their attention to that, 
knowing that the destiny of the town hung 
upon the fateof these twostores. Ladders 
were thrown against the brick walls, and men 
were soon leaping upon the top of the build- 
ings, and the stores were saved, and with 
their rescus the whole business portion of 
Madison was saved from destruction. 

At one time the roof of Furlow’s store 
caught fire, and the town was almost given up 
for gone. 

CALLING FOR HELP. 

In this extreme peril Mayor E. W. Butler 
telegraphed Hon. John T. Glenn, mayor of 
Atlanta, and E. T. Brown, mayor of Athens, 
for assistance. The people redoubled their ef- 
forts and the fire was brought under control. 
Mayor Butler then telegraphed the state of af- 
fairs to the mayors of Athens and Atlanta. 
Mayor Glenn had already prepared to send 
the engine and men to our assistance, and so 
telegraphed Mr. Butler. 

All the schools were dismissed and the 
scholars came to fight the flames. Every store 
in the city, every factory, workshop,or any place 
of business, was closed and all were bent upon 
one purpose, that of saving Madison from de- 
struction. The young ladies, like true 
heroines, brought pails of water, carried out 
goods from the burning stores, and did every- 
thing in their power to encourage the men.

Light Breaking on the Negro. 

Tue CONSTITUTION prints this morning 
a card from a leading colored man of mid- 
dle Georgia, who formally announces his de- 
parture from the republican party, and gives 
some of his reasons for this course, 

In a letter to the editor he gives his 
reasons more at length, and they are so 
strong and conclusive that a considerable 
part of his letter i¢printed with the card. 

He speaks appreciatively of the good 
oftices of the negro’s white friends in going 
on his bond, giving him employment at fair 
wages, lending hin money and giving him 
medical attention whén sick and helpless. 
This part of the letter culminates in this 
homely, but remarkable sentence: 

Had they (the white people of the south) taken 
notes forall they have given us they would own 
one-half of them, and this is what I want my 
race to look at so they will know gho is their 
friend. 

The conflict of pronouns in the above sen- 
sence may do violence to the rules of English 
grammar, but it cannot destroy the force of 
the remarkable statement. 

This letter is a good sign; not simply be- 
cause it shows the hollowness of republican 
professions, but mainly because it shows 
that the negro is learning to think for him- 
self. Harmony is a good thing, but it isa 
gad sign of weakness when a whole race is 
dominated by one idea, unless that one idea 
be the idea of a God. With reference to all 
other departments of thought the only 
healthy condition of opinion is individuality 
and diversity. The negro will do well to 
consider whether the white men all think 
one way. Then let them consider why it is 
that white’men differ so much, and yet when 
any great work is to be done or any great 
victory is to be won, the white man wins, 
Only in the infividuality and the diversity 
that follow thoughtfulness can progress, 
greatness or even safety be found. When 
the colored people learn to think for them- 
selves and to scrutinize the professions of 
those who would lead them about for gain, 
they will be on the short road to a freedom 
worth the name. 

Couple this letter as an evidence that the 
negro is disposed to do his own thinking, 
with the organization of a negro land com- 
pany as an evidence that he has in viewa 
property basis for his operations, and you 
have the two best indications of progress 
that have came to light in many a day. 


Climate and Brain-Work. 

Professor David Swing, of Chicago, in re- 
viewing a recent lecture on southern litera- 
ture, by Thomas Nelson Page, made some 
surprising statements. 

The professor is under the impression that 
the south is a hot region where brain-work 
cannot produce its best results. This is the 
way he puts it: 

No hot climate has ever produced a great quan- 
tity of mental work. To produce the sciences, 
mathematics, chemistry, geology, ethics, to pro- 
duce poetry, history, philosophy, romance and re- 
ligious reflections, demands an industry which 
Belongs to cold lands. The soft sky which reaches 
from Virginia to Louisiana is not the one that will 
snake the Carolinas compete with England as an 
arena of thought, but the south can write for us 
all that literature which is founded upon senti- 
‘ment and beauty. Homer might have been writ- 
ten in Georgia, but neither Goethe, Milton, New- 
ton, Locke, Mill or Carlyle came from that kind of 
dreamy air. Edgar A. Poe was a Virginia type; 
and the author of “The Quick and the Dead” 
points out the sentimental path which trop- 
ical and semi-tropical culture will pursue. Not 
many southerners will perhaps write as badly as 
that authoress has written, but it must be ex- 
pected tnat the coming literature of the sunny 
part of our Jand will abound in rich colorings. If 
80, the world will the’ more joyfully accept what 
may come from these sister states, for the greatest 
€lement in literature is certainly that of the 
emotions, if only the emotions are those of beauty, 
pathos, sympathy, faith and justice. 1f the south 
can bring us a literature of high sentiment that 
will be looked upon as being her part performed 
in behalf of humanity. 


The facts of the case do not support these 
absurd propositions. It is hotter in Italy 
and Greece than it is in our Piedmcnt 
region, but Rome and Athens have cer- 
tainly produced what the professor would 
cal ‘ta great quantity of mental work.”’ 
These historic lands, as wel] as the hot 
countries of Egypt and France, occupy a 
proud position in the intellectual annals of 
the race. 

Leaving out politics, the south has pro- 
duced writers whose works rank with 
those of the most eminent thinkers of the 
world. Maury, of Virginia, received more 
foreign medals than any other American. 
The LeContes, of {Georgia, are among 
our foremost men of science. Sanford, of 
Georgia, is one of the most celebrated 
writers on mathematics in the country. In 
the literature of high sentiment we have al- 
ways had an array of brilliant names, but in 
the past politics engaged the attention of 
the majority of our ablest men. During the 
few years that have elapsed since the war 
our people have been repairing their broken 
fortunes, but already our younger writers 
have won the applause of the reading public 
on both sides of the sea. Enough has been 


achieved to give assurance of a bright liter- 
ary future. Z

The Legislative Primary. 

The open and frank way is always the best 
way. 

For this reason Tue SUNDAY CONSTITU- 
TION took pains to present conspicuously the 
reason which prompted the petition for the 
eall of the county democratic executive com- 
mittee for yesterday afternoon.. We wanted it 
to be clear,—absolutely clear and above board 


| —so that not only every member of the com- 


mittee, but also the people should know ex- 
actly what was going on. If Tue CONsTI- 
TUTION believes in any one thing, stronger 
than another, it is that secret steps and hid- 
den measures are the most dangerous obstacles 
to party success. 

The members of the executive committee, 
aswell as the people, knew for what the 
committee was to meet. There was no rush 
about it, for the request for the call of the 
committee was circulated several days ago, 
and there was nothing hidden about it, be- 
cause the request clearly indicated the 
prompting for the call. 

The committee met yesterday afternoon, 
pursuant to the call of Chairman Culberson, 
and unanimously agreed on the third Wed- 
nesday in July as the date for the legislative 
primary for this county. That settlesit, and 
gives ample time, more than two months, for 
the contest. 

The committee, of course, had a perfect 
right to dojust what it has done, and to have 
taken steps to form a new committee before 
the meeting of the state democratic executive 
committee would have been without prece- 
dent. This committee was chosen by a mass- 
meeting called as the result of the last meet- 
ing of the state democratic executive com- 
mittee. It, therefore, is the democratic 
authority in this county until the action of 
the next meeting of the state executive com- 
mittee makes it necessary to choose another 
county committee. When the state commit- 
tee meets it will order a state democratic 
convention, and after that committee meets, 
the various county committees will be re- 
placed by new ones. It would be ridiculous, 
as well as detrimental to organization if the 
county committees were not amenable to 
the state central committee, from the delib- 
erations of which they are formed. 

When the state committee calls for a state 
convention, the chairman of the county com- 
mittee will call fora mass meeting to arrange 
for representatives in that convention, and at 
the same time to seleet a new county com- 
mittee. Until this new committee is chosen 
the committee last chosen is the supreme 
democratic authority of the county, and, if 
in its judgment it believes that circumstances 
justify the call for a primary election, it has 
authority for ordering it, and the same can- 
not be questioned. 

Now, as to whether or not the democracy 
of this county should have the right to settle 
its legislative primary at an earlier date than 
usual, and as to whether circumstances war- 
rant sucha call, THE CONSTITUTION has 
nothing to say. ‘The people have the facts, 


and know that nominations have already: 


been made in several counties, and that a 
number of counties will act during the month 
of June, before the primary called for this 


county. 

The committee has fixed on the 16th of July 
for the legislative primary. 

That settles it.

rend their prey. ‘Thus, it takes asa text 
what it calls the ‘‘Latest Southern Lynching”’ 
—the killing of the negro, Leapheart, by a 
mob, in the Lexington, South Carolina jai]— 
and abuses the south and southern people in 
the usual bitter and partisan fashion. 
Among other things it says: 

Possibly, intelligent southern white citizens 
wonder at the ‘‘prejudice”’ which northern people 
exhibit in view of such terril@e facts as these. 
They are not slow to complain that they are mis- 
judged and wronged by our opinions and utter- 
ances, They are very loud and positive in their ex- 
pressions of regard for law, and their determination 
that the negro shall have justice done him. But 
he failsto get it,or adecent show for it, every 
time. Just such outragesas this are of weekly 
occurrence. Helpless black men and women are 
slaughtered as coo:ly and indiffereritly as though 
they were so many dogs. 

Excuse us, brethren of the south, if we take all 
your excellent talk as very cheap and worthless. 
When such brutal and utterly inexcusable mur- 
ders as this last one cease to blacken your annals 
so frequently, when there is visible any evidence 
that a public sentiment exists that will not toler- 
ate such crimes,and will sternly punish them 
when committed, we will take more stock in your 
“honor” than it is possible to do at present. 

There is nearly a column of just such 
false and slanderous stuff as the above. 
When this outrage wascommitted THE Con- 
STITUTION, in common- with every fair- 
minded southern newspaper, promptly con- 
demned it,and in,no gentle terms, and 
justice was demanded and jus- 
tice will be done; such outrages are not 
allowed to pass unpunished in the southern 


states when the perpetrators are known. 


Lawless mobs are apt torise inany com- 
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west—tn fact, there is no place so law-abid- 
ing as to be perfectly free from outrages of 
one kind or another ; they are only excusa- 
ble in the south when the negrois made a 
victim ; in other cases our moral contem- 
poraries pass the matter over lightly, with 
merely a paragraph onthe evils of lynch 
law and perhaps a half dozen lines of 
advice, A 

The statement that such outrages as this 
deplorable affair in South Carolina ‘‘are of 
weekly occurrence in the south,” and that 
‘‘colored men and women are coolly and in- 
differently slaughtered like dogs,’’ is false in 
every particular, and no writer with any 
regard for truth would have penned it. It 
is of a piece with the misrepresentation to 
which the south has been subjected by men 
who can lie ten nights awake and then lie 
still and slumber. 


The Old South and the New South. 

The “old south’’ and the ‘‘newsouth” are 
terms that are frequently misunderstood 
north and south. ) 

Whenever the term ‘‘new south” is used 
in the north asa reproach tothe the ‘‘old 
south,’ and whenever a southerner who 
lives alone on the traditions of the south, 
kicks at the term ‘‘new south,’’ it is misun- 
derstood or improperly used.

It recognizes 
the fact that slavery and secession are 
issues of the past. It has discovered the 
evil effects of sectionalism in all of its 
phases, and, throwing the mantle of charity 
over the mistakes of both north and south, 
looks to the future for the solution of all the 
problems left it as a heritage. It is ready to 
stand for the right in the field and the forum 
for the good of the whole country. 

The sons of the new south are being edu- 


cated to develop our mines and our immense 


waterpower. They are at work with brain 
and muscle to develop the resources of our 


‘country, and to diversify our industries. 


They are succeeding ina degree that is 
phenomenal, but they assemble annually 
around the graves of the heroes of the old 


south to strew them with flowers. 


The new south forms a solid south against 
the aggressiveness of a party that would re- 
quire us to humiliate ourselves. It warmly 
shake hands with fellow-countrymen from 
the north, whenever they come in our midst, 
and its doors are wide open tothose who 
come among us as soldiers, in a cause once 
as dear to them as the cause of the south was 
to our people. There is no reproach now— 
not from the brave men who met them in 
battle—it is the cowards who are now 
fighting. F

ferred to, but when it is used asa.term of 
reproach its offensiveness only consists in its 
misuse. 

The ‘‘new south,’’ as we have outlined it, 
is the hope of the south, and we are proud 
of it. Itisthe mission of Tae ConstiTu- 
TION to advance it, and having long since 
unfurled the banner of progress, we watch 
with pride its wonderful achievements.

UPON THE NEGROES OF MIDDLE 


GEORGIA. 


Frank Divise Gives His Reasons for Leav- 
ing the Republican Party—The Negro’s 
Friends Are His White Neighbors. 


The light is breaking on the negroes at last. 
Frank Divise, a colored man of middle Geor- 
gia, sends THr CONSTITUTION @ card, in 
which he renounces his allegiance to the re- 
publican party. He says its pretense of friend- 


‘ship for the colored people isa fraud, and its 
. proposed national election law an insult to his 


rave. . 

The card is as follows: 

DvcBLIN, Ga., May 9, 1890.—Editors Constitution : 
Since I attained my majority I have acted with, 
and supported by my vote and inffuence, the re- 
publican party. Being a colored man, I conceived 
it to be my duty soto do. Owing to the conduct 
of the present administration I have resolved to 
renounce my allegiance to this party, and in the 


| future to co-operate with the democratic party. 


There are hundreds of colored people in this sec- 
tion who will pursue the same course. We are 


fampelied to this course by the position 


the republican party on the important 
We consider the prcp- 
osition of the republican party to enact a law 
whereby our elections -will be controlied by the 
federal authorities, a menace to popular freedom 
and aninsult to our race, and a meeting of the 
cvlored people is called for the purpose of protest- 
ing against this proposed legislation, as well as to 
protest against the passage of the iniquitous tariff 
bill championed by McKinley and the republican 
party. e colored peuple in this section are now 
couvineed that the profession of friendship of the 
republican party for our race are a fraud and de- 
lusion, and that our best friends are the white 
people of the south and the democratic party of 
the nation. A public meeting of colored men will 
soon be held here to act accordingly. - I will write 
you the ful! proceedings of the convention. The 
Hon. Charlies H. J. Taylor, colored, of your city, 
has been invited to be present and address the 
convention. Yours, ‘RANK DrvisF, Colored. 

With this card he sends a communication 
too long to be produced entire, but the follow- 
ing extract will show that this man’s ideai 
by no means hasty or superficial. 

He says: 

“This is written to bring out the facts of the 
white and colored citizens of the south and of 
America, hoping my race may come to under- 
stand whois itsfriend. You willsee whois 
his friend by reading this. What I have got 
to say, as lam colored myself, is that it isa 
fact that the white race of the southis the 
negro’s friend, and it cannot-be disputed that 
this‘is the truth. Since the war there is no 
telling how much the white’ people of the 
south have done forthe negrorace. I shall 
meution some of the different favors: S 
ing our bends; doctors administering to us and 
waiting until we could get their money ; loan- 
ing us money as neighbors, and not‘as serfs or 
servants. As for’ wages, they give 
the best of wages. In every manner 
of work you find him. earning 
his living. Heis not precluded from any be- 
cause his skin is dark. All the negro has got 
to do is to discharge his duty and tend to his 
business and be honest. They are hired as 
clerks many times in various cities. From the 
highest to the lowest you find that the white 
people make no distinction of races upon the 
colored. They admit all just alike to any place 
where he wants to work to make. a living. 
And another thing, which is greater than all, 
you find the white man keeping that great and 
last commandment, which is,**Treat your nelgh- 
bor as yourself, do unto others as you would 
have them do unto you.”’ That is, what is to 
pay in Dixie’s land now, and I am sworn to 
vote with the south. They often go to our 
churches and contribute to our funds. If we 
pass around subscription lists you find cheerful 
givers in their midst for our school and school- 
houses, churches and the like. 

‘“‘Had they taken notes for all they have 
given us, they would own one-half of them; 
and this is what I want my race to look at, so 
they will know who is their friend. 

‘You see the colored people owning saw- 
mills, farms and steamboats, and chartering 
boats and trains. 

‘Here is another thing I will mention—the 
renter and rental, the lesser and lessee, em- 
ployer and enrployee, contractor and contracts. 
Again, one buys by the wholesale, the other 
by the retail; that’s the way we people in the 
south are tied together. 

‘*T have started to try and reform my people. 
I hope every good-thinking man, white and 
colored, will take this under consideration. It 
will take both money and time to reform 
them, for the reason is the colored 
people have been voting north 
and don’t know anything about the north. 
The north don’t care anything about them and 
they are finding it out.”

The Kimball House rotunda is a good place 
to catch the drift of politics in the state.

fue COUNTY COMMITTEE CALLS FOR 
4 LEGISLATIVE PRIMARY, 


And Names the Third Wednesday in July, 
the 16th, asthe Day—An Interesting 
Mecting—A Unanimous Vote. 


The Fulton county democratic executive 
committee convened yesterday afternoon, 
pursuant to Chairman Culberson’s call. 

The meeting was held in the basement of 


the county court-house. 
It was a lively, interesting one, but one full 
of harmony, every member agreeing to the 


result. 
The committee decided to hold a legislative 


primary on the third Wednesday in July. 


Hon. H. L. Culberson called the meeting to 


order, saying: 

‘The fact that so many of you are present is 
guflicient evidence that you have read the call, 
consequently you know why we are here with- 
out my stating it. Your secretary is absent, I 
see. Who will you have?” 

Captain W. H. Brotherton nominated Mr. 


Forrest Adair. 

Mr. Adair was elected without opposition, 
and began the roll-call. 

There were responses from: 

W. H. Brotherton and J. W. Goldsmith, 


from the city at large. 
W. A. Osborne, from north Atlanta. 
W.K. Booth and J. M. Crouch, from the 


first ward. 

I. S. Mitchel], from the second ward. 

F. P. Rice, holding J. J. Falvy’s proxy, 
from the third ward. 

J. M. MeGuirk and J. 8S. McLenden, of the 


the fourth ward. 
7%. A. Rice, representing the fifth ward. 

R. A. Hemphill and Fulton Colville holding 
M. F. Amorous’s proxy from the sixth ward. 
William Maddox from Buckhead district. 

J. M. Moore from Collins district. 

B. F. Walker from Peachtree district. , 

H. E. W. Palmer from Edgewood district. 

John H. Harwell from Adamsville district.

Forrest Adair and H. L. Culberson from 
Biackhall district. 

William Lowe from East Point district. 

“The committee is now ready for business,’’ 


said the chairman. 

“T have a resolution, Mr. Chairman,” said 
Captain Brotherton securing the floor, ‘‘and I 
desire to have the secretary read it.’’ 

The resolution was: 

Resolved, That a primary election for the choice 
of three members of the legislature from Fulton 
county be,andis hereby ordered, for the first 
Wednesday in July—being the second day in July 
—1890. 

Resolved further, That this election shall be 
conducted under the same rules as adopted by this 
committee to govern in the last primary held in 
this county for the selection of candidates for the 
legislature. The time for opening and closing the 
ballot box is to be the same as that provided for 
in reguiar state election. 

Resolved further, That the chairman of the 
county democratic executive committee be, and is 
hereby authorized, to designate polling places in 
each ward in the city, and in each militia district 
in the courty, and he shall appoint for each poll- 
ing place a board of managers, who shall have 
charge of voting at theirrespective places. 

Resolved further, That the managers of each 
solling place shall consolidate their returns when 
she ballot boxes are closed, and shall place them 
in the hands of the chairman of the democratic 
executive committee, who shall place them before 
the committee, which shall declare the result of 
the primary, and the nominees thus chosen shall be 
deelared the choice of the democracy of Fulton 
county as the representative from this county in 
the next legislature. 

“IT think that resolution premature,’’ said 
Mr. Booth. ‘This executive committee has 
no authority in this matter. We, as members 
of this committee, have served our terms, and 
can do nothing but call another mass-meeting 
to select a new executive committee to suc- 
ceed us. That’sall wecando. I have no ob- 
jection to the resolution if we have the 
authority.’’ 

Hon. H. E. W. Palmer entered the hall 
while Mr. Booth was speaking, and, as he con- 
eluded, asked to have the resolution read 
again. 

Secretary Adair read the paper. 

“T should like to amend that resolution,” 
said Mr. Colville, ‘‘by allowing the polling 
places in the city to remain open until 7 
o’clock,”’ 

“Six I think is the law, Mr. Colville,’ said 
the chairman. 

“Yes, for regular electiong,”’ replied Mr. Col- 
ville. ‘‘But this isa primary, and the work- 
ingmen want a chance, so I move to make 
t7 o’clock.”’ 

‘‘Now, a word,’’ he continued, ‘‘as to Mr. 
Booth’s point. I don’t think the authority of 
this body ceases until our successors come. 
Our authority is without limit and we 
have an absolute authority over all county 
matters. The mass-meeting of the demvo- 
cratic party after the state. committee 
meets is the time when our successors are to be 
provided for. This question we are now con- 
sidering is one in which Fulton county is solely 
interested, and in its management this com- 
mittee certainly bas unlimited power. If there 
is any reason why a primary should be called 
earlier than usual, this committee has the au- 
thority to do so. If the democrats of Fulton 
county decide to hold a primary to determine 
upon their representation in the legislature, in 
July, it is certainly our own affair. What 
objection is there to a July primary? 
None that I know of. Every man 
in the county will have time to 
make up his mind between now and then. 
He will have an abundance of time to ascer- 
tain whether he will be a candidate himself or 
support some other candidate. We have a 
citizen with an honorable ambition to be 
speaker of the house, and we should do all we 
can for him. We should give him an early 
opportunity to let his county pass upon him so 
that he may prosecute his race throughout the 
state. If there is more than one gentleman 
in Fulton county who wants the honor, this 
primary won’t hurt him, but will do him 
good.”’ 

“IT have but one objection to that resolu- 
tion,’”’ said Mr. Harwell, ‘‘and thatis the time. 
Justat the time named the farmers will be 
busy and can’t turn out as they probab! 
would if it were two or three weeks later. I 
rg by making it the third Wednesday in 

uly. 

“‘T am not inclined to favor that resolution,’ 
faid Mr. Lowe, of Hapeville, who was sitting 
immediately behind Mr. Hoke Smith. **We 
should first call a mass-meeting, and if it is 
necessary to have the election come off in July 
itcan be done. I have no objection to the 
time, but I don’t think we haveany authority. 
I have never heard of a county executive 
committee preparing for two _ state 
elections. I offer asa substitute for Captain 
Brotherton’s resolution that we calla mass- 
meeting for Saturday night week so that a 
new executive committee can be appointed.”’ 

‘“Tamin favor of having the people con- 
suited,’ said Mr. Walker, “but a meeting at 
night will cut the country people out entirely. 
Let the city have one at nightif she wants 
to, but let the country people have one in day 
time. Give usa chance.” ; 

Mr. Lowe was willing to make the date Fri- 
day noon. 

‘We are here,”’ said Mr. R. A. Hemphill, 
“to represent the people by whom we were ap- 
pointed, and I can’t see why we don’t go on 
aud order a primary.” 

‘‘T have but one purpose to serve here,’’ said 
Mr. Palmer, “and that is the good of the 
democratic party. Iknow of no precedent 
preventing us from ordering this pomasy. and 

see every reason why we should have one. 

fe have a young, influential, honorable citi- 
zen who aspires to hold the gavel over the 
state’s representatives, and the primary will 
only .put him squarely before the people.

The motion as amended prevailed. 

“I have never known an executive commit- 
tee,’’ said Mr. Smith, “‘to assume charge of 
more than one legislative race. The executive 
committee is elected every two years, and, 
as I have said, I have never known 
the same committee to provide for two legisla- 
tive races. Ican go back to ’76. That year 
the executive committee was organized, with 
Captain Brotherton as chairman. was 
a member. We managed the election that 
Then in ’78 we called a mass-meeting, 
and a new executive committee was chosen. 
That committee provided for the election of 
‘78, and soon. Mr. Colville’s remarks about 
giving the gentleman in the race for the speak- 
ership an early chance, has its force,whether I 
am for the gentleman or not.’’

THE COUNTY PHYSICIAN SAYS SO— 
THAT HIS SKULL 18S FRACTURED. 


He Is Taken Before Judge Owens Yes- 
terday Morning, and Is Considered 
Dangerously Ti. 


Mr. H. J. Robert, who had a difficulty with 
Mr. Burton Smith a few days ago, will probably 
die from the injuries received in that encoun- 
ter. 

Dr. Griffin. county physician, is authority 
for the statement. 

Dr. Griffin said last night that Mr. Robert’s 
skull was fractured from a blow on the side of 
the head and that in his opinion the fracture 
would prove fatal. 

The prisoner will be removed from the Ful- 
ton county jail to the hospital early this morn- 
ing, if he lives through the night. 

At midnight Robert was in charge of three 
physicians, Dr. Griffin, Dr. W. B. Park and 
Dr. L. P. Stephens. 

All these pronounced him in a dangerous 
condition, with but a slim chance of recovery. 

Mr. Robert has been confined in Fulton 
county jail ever since the day of his difficulty 
with Mr. Smith, being unable to give the 
$2,500 bond required of him. 

Owing to his condition, reported a8 serious 
by his attending physicians, Drs. Park and 
Stephens, at the time of, his commission to 
jail, Robert has been shown the best attention 
by the jail officers. i 

Up to yesterday he appeared to be getting 
along very well. 

His wife and two children, who live in 
Collins’ district, yisited him yesterday 
morning. When they left him in the jail 
office, he was cheerful, and apparently in 
good health. 


Last night he was delirious, suffering with 


compression of the brain. 


Shortly after his wife left, the prisoner Was ; 


taken before Justice Pat Owens for prelimi- 
nary trial. ‘This, however, did not come off, 
and he was taken back to jail. 

Early in the evening he began to show signs 
of trouble in his head. 

Dr. Griffin, the county physician, was sent 
for, and Robert. was placed in his cell. 

Dr. Griffin examined him closely and stated 
that Robert was suffering from a fracture of the 
skull,combined with an inward leaking or drip- 
ping of the ruptured’ membrane. 

Later in the eveping Drs. Park and Stephens 
were called in, the three remaining at the 
prisoner’s side until midnight. 

Robert wascompletely out of his mind, and 
three men remained by his side in the cell 
throughout the night. 

The physicians determined to remove him 
to the hospital, and a paper was drawn up and 
signed by them, directed to Sheriff Thomas, 
stating that in their opinion Robert could not 
live under his present surroundings. 

“At the time he was brought to jail,’ said 
Dr. Park, ‘‘I entered a written protest, stating 
that to place him here weuld jeopordize his 
life.’’ 

‘Is his condition the result of the injuries 
received in the difficulty with Mr. Smith ?”’ 

“Undoubtedly. I dressed his wounds at the 
time.”’ 

Dr. Griffin stated that he had known similar 
cases where fractures with an inward leakage, 
such as he diagnosed Robert’s, have been 
survived for a week or two weeks. 

Mr. Robert’s family was not notified last 
night of his condition, on account of their dis- 
tance from the jail.

OF THE ROME AND DECATUR. 


It Goes to the East Tennessee—About the 
Louisville Southern—Central’s Accom- 
modation—Other Ratlroad News. 


Now! 

The question is settled. beyond dispute as to 
who owns the Rome and Decatur. 

It belongs to the East Tennessee. 

Major C. H. Hudson was in the city yester- 
day, and received an order from Judge R. T. 
Dorsey, receiver for the Rome and Decatur 
road, turning over the whole line to him for 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
tystem. | 

Mr. Hudson is general manager of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia road, and 
takes immediate possesston of this property. 

He will go at once to Romeand take charge 
of it. 

The road runs from Rome, Ga., to Attalla, 
Ala., fifty-three miles in length. 

It is contemplated to extend the road imme- 
diately to Decatur, Ala., fifty miles further. 
When this gap is completed it wH] put At- 
miles nearer Mem- 
phis than it is today, by _ railroad. 
It gives the shortest connection to the west, 
south of St. Louis, and it will be of immense 
service to Atlanta merchants in the ship- 
ment of goods from Kansas City and interme- 
diate points, besides the direct connection 
with Memphis, which Atlanta business men 
have been so eagerly seeking of late. It will 
shorten the distance for our manufacturers to

Texas and Mexico. 

The purchase of this road by the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia road will 
strengthon that system, and it will be put in 
splendid condition by Gencral Manager Hud- 


gon as soon as he can get it in hand. 
The Louisville Southern. 


One of the numerous old stories about the 
Louisville Southern is resurrected, but not 
credited in railroad circles here. 

Ever since the road was put in operation, 
just two years ago this month, four or five 
systems have been figuring to get control of 
it. The Louisville and Nashville wanted it, 
because it isthe only line out of Louisville 
that competes with that system. The East 
‘Tenwessee wanted it to put them into Louis- 
ville. The Cincinnati Southern was after it, 
and so was the Monon. 

Kighteen months ago,it will be remembered, 
the road was leased to the Monon—the Louis- 
ville, New Albany and Chicago—but this sys- 
tem failed to comply with some terms of the 
agreement, and the lease was nullified. 

For some time past the road has been oper- 
ated as an entirely independent system. 

The main line is from Louisville to Burgin, 
on the Cincinnati Southern, ‘eighty-three 
miles. A branch forty miles long goes from 
Lawrenceburg to Georgetown, and another 
twenty-five miles long from Lawrenceburg to 
Lexington, the latter shortening by fourteen 
miles the distance from Louisville to Lexing- 
ton. 

Besides these 148 miles in actual operation, 
a branch 145 miles long is nowin course of con- 
struction towards Richmond, and this entire 
division is expected to be in operation by Sep- 
tember. 

But the East Tennessee now controls the 
Cincinnati Southern, and is nearer Louisville 
than ever before. The Louisville Southern 
would put them into the city of Louisville, the 
stronghold of the great Louisville and Nash- 
yille system. 

Naturally, they wantit.

But the road isin a most prosperous condi- 
tion, one of the best equipped roads in the 
south,and pays very well indeed as an in- 
dependent system. 

Every few weeks arumor is started about 
some deal concerning the road. The last is to 
the effect that the East Tennessee has bought it. 

Mr. Miles Turpin, whois general agent of 
the road in Atlanta, said yestarday: 

‘*T don’t believe there is any foundation for 
the reported purchase of the road. In the event 
the road was sold, I would be notified at once, 
an: I have received no intimation of sucha 
thing. Then, the story is improbable on gen- 
eral principles. It would be a very hard mat- 
ter, indeed, for any road to buy the Louisville 
Southern, or even to lease it.”’ 

That West Point Morning Train. 


At last. 

The talked-of Sunday morning train on the 
Atlanta and West Point has been ordered put 
on, and will leave here on its first trip next 
Sunday. 

It will be remembered that a morning train 
‘was recently put on by Captain E. L. Tyler, 
general manager, torun every day except Sun- 


day. 

This accommodation was one that had been 
needed a long while, and the appreciation 
shown by the traveling public generally has 
decided the management to put on the Sunday 
train as well. 

So the 6 o’clock train is a daily now, and the 
West Point schedule is all that the patrons of 
the road could ask for. 

The Central’s New Train. 


The Central company has built a platform 
along by the centennial building, at the White- 
hall street crossing, andin afew days now 
their new accommodation train will be running. 

There will be a ticket oftice here, and the 
train will make hourly trips to Hapeville from 
6Ga.m.toll p.m. This train will not go to 
the depot, but stops at this platform for pas- 
sengers. All other trains go to the depot. 

As soon as the cars arrive, and they are ex- 
pected daily, the trains will be put on.

Great preparations are being made by the 
Louisville Passenger and Ticket Agents’ asso- 
ciation for their annual outing, tendered this 
year by the Louisville and Nashville railroad.

A ROUSING MEETING. 


GREAT INTEREST IN THE ANNUAL 
LIBRARY MEETING., 


Great Prosperity of the Institution—The 
Property Largely Enhanced in Value— 
Who Will Be President? 


The annual meeting of the Young Men’s 
Library occurs tonight, and the indications are 
that it will be a full one. 

Besides the annnal election of officers there 
will be many matters of interest. 

The library is decidedly on the up grade, 
and its affairs are in excellent condition. Ke- 
cent handsome additions have put a comfort- 
able surplus into the treasusy, and 
the close of the year finds a com- 
fortable cash balance on hand. Dur- 
ing the past twelve months a floating debt 


of several hundred dollars has been paid, and 


about three hundred volumes of the best lit- 
erary out-put of the year, with some renewals 
of standards, have added to the library. This 
has told handsomely on, the circulation, and 


the reading of the past year has been so wide 
and comprehensive that the directors and the 
library committee feel greatly gratified. 

The persevering efforts of the entertainment 
committee through the year in the direction of 
taking attractions that were at once interest- 
ing and instructive, have tended much to 
popularize the library and bring it into its old- 
time favor with the people of Atlanta. The 
improvement in the reading-room, giving it 
better light, has made it a more cheerful 
place. This is so much so that the effect is 
marked by the increase of casual readers, who 
drop in, perhaps, out of curiosity, become im- 

ressed with something on the shelves and get 
in the habit of going back and finally into a 
habit of regular and profitable reading. 

The general growth and prosperity of At 
lanta have also told in favor of the library 
A few years ago a good deal was said about 
the location as a bar to the popularity of the 
institution, but very little is said about that 
now, because the directors feel that all ob- 
jectionable surroundings will soon be washed 
away by the tide of improvement that is roll- 
ing over the city. Alread ma od and hand- 
some improvements have heen gunin that 

om erase opposite the li- 
brary building a handsome store goes 
up, and the almost vacant 
ground beside the library building cannot long 
remain without solid improvements when 
business houses are commanding such hand- 
some rents. 

The fact is the improvements are crowding 
down below Pryor street, and the library 
building is already vary desirable property. 
One of the directors remarked last night that 
it would probably bring $800 a foot without 
difficulty. That would make the seventy-five 
feet worth $60,000. 

The library is fast getting to bea wealthy 
institution, and the weight of the $13,000 of 
bonds is becoming lighter and lighter. 

By the way, it is likely that these bonds will 
be lifted next spring. A gentleman said so to 
one of the directors the other day. ‘‘When 
the time comes,”’ said he, ‘‘you may put me 
down for $500 of it.”’ , 

The important business for tonight is the an- 
nual election of officers. The meeting will se- 
lect a board of directors for the ensuing year. 

A president, also, is to be chosen to succeed 
Dr. George L. Chaney, who now presides over 
the board. Prof. W. M. Slaton is the present 
vice-president, and it has been suggested 
by some that he would be the 

ropor man _ for _ president. Besides 
tke in line of promotion, his energetic 
ability has made him prominent in the library. 
It is said that Professor Slaton has brought in 
more new members than almost any man con- 
nected with the association. He has made 
himself felt on the board, and attention has 
naturally fallen — him in connection with 
the oftice of president. 

But there is no lack of good timber for the 
meeting to select from, and a good president is 
a certainty. 

A feature of the meeting tonight will bea 
sort of reunion of ex-presidents. These gentle- 
men make a brilliant gaiaxy of business and 
professional men, and their presence will add 
interest to the proceedings. 

A number of pithy, short speeches are ex- 
pected. Among others, Captain Harry Jack- 
son, Mr. J. H. Lumpkin, Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke, Judge Howard Van Epps, Captain 
George B. Forbes and Mr. Julius Brown have 
been booked for speeches. 

There is no telling what an impetus will be 
given to the library by.tonight’s meeting.

‘WHEY TALK UPON THE CROP PROS- 
PECTS. 


- 


Interviews With the Leading Fruit Men of 
the Griffin District—The Wine Indua- 


try of the State—Some Facts. 


Grirrim, Ga. May 11.—[Special.J—The 
fruit farms around Critiin have attracted so 
‘much attention that they are becoming famous. 
Fruit-growers from all parts of the United 
States are moving in here, and at no distant 
day Griffin will be a mighty center for the 
best and finest frutts. 

There is another industry. the out- 
growth of the fruit industry, that 
js as yet but little known, but which promises 
to become one of the most impertant products 
of this region. This is the making of* wine. 
‘Already quite anumber of men are engaged 
in the production of wine of a superior quality, 
‘and they find a ready market for all they 
make. The manufacture of wine has been 
‘earricd on in all countries where the grape 
gould be  successiuily cultivated, from 
the very earliest periods of history; 
and since it has always followed the footsteps 
of man, it has become established here in 
America. 

The vine, like most cultivated plants, is 
capable of producing very numerous var-etics, 
and these, of course, give rise to diferent 
qualities of wine. But far more influence is 
exeried upon the quatity of the wine by 
climate, soil and the position of the vineyard 
to the sun’s intivence. Since this climate and 
soil right here in middie Georgia are most ad- 
mirably adapted to the cultivation ef grapes, 
it follows that wine should be made here of a 
superior quality. 

Notwithstanding ail that has been written 
against wine and the evil it brings, it has ai- 
wavs been a favorite beverage of mankind. 
History abounds in evidences of the hich 
esteem in which wine was held by Greece and 
Rome, when these countries represented the 
wealth and civilization of the world. Cne of 
the Roman wines, the Fa'ernian, 
has continved in use to the 
prevent time. We are told + in 
song and stcry of the high appreciation felt for 
wine by the priesthood and nobility of the 
yniddle ages. But the manufactare of this 
‘valuable drink. has beeome so vast that 
wherever the grape flourishes wine is produced

also. 

Knowing THE CONSTITUTION isalways alive 
to anything that willadd wealth crimportance 
to this fair south!and of curs, I started ont ves- 
terday to interview the fruit men on the sub- 
ject of wine-making, and the prospects ef the 
grape crop this year. A meeting of the 
directors of the Shippers’ union was heid here 
atthe Odd Fellows hail Mr. S. M. Way- 
man, the secretary of the organization, said 
that granes are good enough. Some very 
cariy fruit buds were cut off by frost, which ts 
a rare thing for this climate, and the crop may 
be lessened by that, but it is big enough. No 
one can complain about grapes this year. 

Mr. Taylor, president of the organization, 
was present, and corroborated what Mr. Way- 
man said, 

iy, T. J. Mitchell thought that. the grape 
crop was cut off nore than was expected. Mr. 
Luther Stanley said there would be an abun- 
dance of granes,ifno future calamity happened. 
Mr. Virgil Hughes agreed that grapes were the 
fruit crop this year. 

Subsequently, Imet Mr. John J.Hunt,whois 
interested in fruit culture and especially grapes. 
He said that of a!l fruit, he was partial to 
grapes, because they never. fail, and in the 


case of a dull market, they can be preserved, 


in the shape of wine. He said he had a neigh- 
bor who, last year, of six acres in grapes 
four years old, sold $1,250 worth of 
grapes, aud made 500 -gallons cf wine 
worth £1 a gallon. Continuing, he 
raid: “The best wine is _ fermented 
tnd that means that it has some alcohol in it. 
3y the way, did you hear the essay read by 
‘irs. Scott, of Atianta, before our late state 
acrticultural convention ?” 

Ih.” 

“Well, it was on the subject of unfer- 
mented wines. It was an_ essay that 
elicited much favorable comment 
on account of the clear man- 
ner she treated the subiect,and it was inter- 
sgersed with much good humor and wit. But 
what I started to say is this, that some people 
seriously contend that they would like to have 
a wine that hes no«a!lcohecl in it. They can 
get Mrs. Scott’s receipt and make that kind. It 
is cheaper to make an_ unfermented 
wine by her recipe than by refrigerated cellars. 
I am opposed to aleoholic drinks yet I do not 
think I would like unfermented wine myself. 
But those who do like it can make it here in 
Georgia and need not go to Europe for it.’’ 

Mr. Hunt gave me many valuable facts con- 
cerning the fruit crop generally, and the vast 
importance it is assuming in this part of 
Georgia. He spoke of the increased facilities 
for handling fruit of all kinds, and the better 
facilities needed yet, as a great many varieties 
of peaches cannot stand transportation. By 
the way, he said Mr. Rumph’s Elberta is the 
micst profitable peach for shipment. 

But-probably no man is better posted as te 
wine and wine-making than Mr. Hassitkus. 

So I left Mr. Hunt and sought Mr. Hugo 
Hassilkus. Right here I will say that Mr. 
Hassilkus is a German by birth, but came 
tothis country some years before the war. 
He linked his destinies with thesonth, became 
a good confederate soldier, and I know of no 
man who is more thoroughly attached to this 
section. He isa first-class business man, and 
although he carries on a_ tanyard, shoe 
factory and shoe store, one can at 
once discover that his heartis in the fruit busi- 
ness. His home in the city shows his love for 
horticulture in the display of fruit trees and 
vines. He has an interest in two vineyards 
near Griffin. Every season he ships fruit, and 
s0 inuch of his grape crop as is not shipped, is 
put into the wine press. He first constructed 
a wine cellar which he supposed would an- 
swer all his purposes. He soon found it was 
too small and enlarged it to twice its first size. 
He next discovered that he had to build still 
another and larger one twice the size of the 
Jast one. Sohe has too cellars on his place in 
Grifiin, and in either are stored choice wines 
of home manufacture. Here you 
wil! find the dark wine re- 
sembling porte, and you will de invited to 
sample another wine, clear and. white, like 
champagne, all except the sparkle. Next you 
Will partake ofa dry,red claret wine—and of 
this kind he makes the most. 

Seeing Mr. Hasselkus, he talked to me 
about fruit raising; he started out by 
Raying that he had observed that 
those counties that had .a_ mineral 
s0il in which iron predominated, were good 
forfruit. Saidhe: ‘‘This mineral seems to 
give strength to the fruit as wellas man. I 
believe every man ought to have enough iron 
in him to make a ten-penny nail. Goin any 
section where iron is wanting in the soil and 
you not only find that fruit does not prosper 
there, but you find that man_ is 
jacking in strength and Recor ~ Now 
this red clay subsoil is what gives the good 
quality to our fruit. Whatisred clay? Itis 
but iron dissolved, or corroded iron mingled 
im the soil and apart of it. Now, of course, 
climate has something to do with fruit-grow- 
ing as well as soil, and we have the climate 
here. Think of it, our elevation of, 
say eleven hundred feet, gentle, rolling hills, 
pure air and the best of mineral waters. It 
will not do to compare our climate with Eu- 
Fopean countries in the same latitude. For 
‘example, we are on a line with Asia Minor 
Egypt, Morocco. Look at the map and you 
will see that Spain, a hot country, is in a lati- 
tude farther north than the north Georgia 
line. France and Germany, where the Rhine 
Wines and champagnes come from, 
are on a latitude line with lower Canada, a 
country so cold as to freeze grape vines. This 
is sues oe show that it Sint not do to com- 

re European sections with ours, as some 

ve done, taking latitude as the measure.”’

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climate very favorably with middle Georgia. 


It may be a little more evenin that part of 


Franco than ours. Germany is a little colder 
than we are." 

E‘Well, now, tell me what abent wine- 
making.” 

“Let me tell you that it has taken the great 
wine-producing countries cf Earope a 
thonsand years to perfect their wine. Wine- 
producing in middle Georgia has hardly begun 
yet. [tis not to be expected that in a few 
years’ time woe can do wirst it has 
taken other countries twenty generat’ons to 
accomplish ; but the indications in the beg n- 
ning here are such that we mav be assured thas 
this country will coinpete with the world in 
wine-prodreing. We cannot, perhaps, make 
every variety that is made there, 
bet such as we do make will be highly 
superior. Present indecatiens are thatin the 
production of good red wines suchas clarets, 
port and sherry, Bordeanx and Bargundy, we 
will equal any countryin the wertd. The 
Rhine wines we can let alone fer a 
while, Our sonthern climate produees too mech 
sweetness, and causes thercby a heavy wine. 
Our wines ripen quickly, and in thks respect 
we have the aivantageevtr countries of colder 
an‘! loss equalle c:imeatey’ 

“Tease exp ain this” 

“Well, chemical action the wer'd over is the 
same. Under the same vernditions Jepmentatien 
foliows and alcohol is predreed in™the wine 
We have conditions here that quickly prodace 
wine. Now there are countries in Europe 
where the wine ce!lars have to be warmed up 
bY artifie a! heat in order to 
create ferinentatio:. tore, Our graves 
ripenms int duly. eam August, 
when the weather 's warm, eur wines are fin- 
ished, so to speax, very rapidiy.

“How about the quality of the wine?”

N ORDINANCE—TO REQUIRE FIRE ES- 
A capes on certain buildings for the safety and. 

protection of haman life: — 

be it ordained by the Mayor and General Coun-: 
cil of the City of Atianta, and it is hereby, er-j 
dained by author.ty of the same, that it being: 
ee for the ¢afety and protection of human 
ife, 

Section firet: Thatall buildings in said city 
three steries or more in height, not inciading 
bascments, used aaa Factory, workshop, lodge- 
room, hotel, boarding-house, public ball, or 
sleeping pice or apartment, shall have thereon 
a suitable substantial inside or outside fire-es- 
cape, of such charactzr and matcrial as may De 
rejuired by the mayor aud general council of said 
city. The character and material of such escape 
shail have reference to the location and surround- 
ings of each building, and also whether said 
escapes shall be iccated on the front, rear or side 
of any buiiding, or on the inside or outside, and 
as to whether the portion of any building en which 
fire-eseapes are to be placed fronts on a pubiie 
Street or alley, or otherwise. All fire-cescapes, how. 
ever, Shall be of sufficient strength, and occupy 
such pesition, and be connected with such plat- 
form or landing, or otyerwise, as to be safe and 
practicable of use on oceasions when such use 
inay be necessary. 

Seetion Second: The chief or acting chief of 
the firs department, together with the building 
inspectors, shall, on or befere the first day of 
July, 1840, report m writing to the mayer and 
general council, desienating the buildings: in 
said city subject to have fire-escapes placed 
thereon, in accordance with the foregoing sec- 
tion of this ordinance, and shall also in said 
report indicate where said eseape or e8- 
capes should be placed or located, 
on Which part or side of the building,and whether 
inside or outside, or either, together with the 
character and material suitable and proper for the 
escapes to be placed on each building, the manner 
or position in which they should be placed, the 
platforms, landings, supports, ctc., necessary or 
proper to be connected withasuch escape or 
escapes, as to each building aferesaid. The report 
so made shail be subject to the approvalor change 
of the mayor and general council, 

Section third: When the mayor and genera 
council shall have required jfire-escapes to be 
placed on any building, of the character and 

naterial deemed by them requisite as aforesaid, 
then it shall be theduty of the owncerot any 
such building, within ninety days after service 
of notice, t» cause to be placed on said building 
firc-escapcs such as the mayorand general council 
shall have required. Said notice shall be served 
by the chief or acting chief of the fire department 
on theowner, agent, or tenantin possession of 
any such building. Should any owner, agent, er 
tenant In possession of any such building notified 
as atoresaid fail within the time specified in said 
notice, to have fire-escapes placed on any building 
as provided by the action of the mayor and genera! 
counct, he or she shall be subject to fine of not ex- 
ceeding $100 and cost, and to be imprisoned not 
exceeding thirty days, either or both in the discre- 
tion of tie court, and for each month thereafter, 
until said notice and order ghali be coinplied with, 
such owner, agent, or tenantin possession shal 
be subfect to the same penalty as aforesaid. 

In Case a firm, Company or corporation shall be 
the owner of any such building as aforesaid, the 
foregoing notice shall be served onany member 
orageut of the firm or company, and on the cluef 
officer of such corporation who isin the city, or 
on the agent or tenant in possession of the prem- 
ises, and in such case any agent or meinber of the 
firm or company, and the president, acting pres- 
ident, secretary, and directors and agent of any 
such corporation shail jbe subject to the penalty 
provided by this ordinance in cases of failure to 
comply with any order and notice as to placing 
fire-escapes or as to repairing fire escapes. 

Section Fourth: Afte: fire-escapes have been 
placed ou any building as aforesaid,in compliance 
with the terms of this ordinance, and the same 
shall become unsafe or in need of change or repair, 
in order to make the same safe, the chief or acting 
chief of the fire department shall serve notice as 
aforesaid to make such change within ten days, 
and{ in case of failure of any owner to have such 
change or repairs made within the time, and as 
required by the notice, he shall for such failure be 
subject to the same penalty as provided in this 
omlinance for failure to place fire-escapes in the 
first instance. 

Section Fifth: All ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances in conflict with the foregoing ordingnce 
are hereby repealed, 


'O PREVENT THE DEFECTIVE CONSTRUC- 

tion of fiues—Middlebreoks. 

Section 1. Be it ordained that hereafter no flues 
to houses in the city of Atlanta shall be built so 
as to rest on wood, or have wood placed in them 
in anyway, Shape or form, but they shall be sup- 
ported by iron or other non-combustible material. 

Section 2. Any owner, builder or contractor vio- 
lating the provisions of this ordinance shal be 
fined in a sum not to exceed one hundred dollars, 
or imprisonment not to exceed thirty days.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, May 12.—The failure to reorgan- 
ize the Interstate Railway association Saturday, 
and the adjournment of the meetings without 
practical results, created a feeling of despondency 
among the holders of western stocks this morning, 
and there was liberal selling of some of those spe- 
cialties during the day. The bears hailed the ad- 
journment as a signal for the end of the advancing 
market, and did not fail to add their influence to 
the selling of long stocks among the western 
roads. The bullish feeling here, however, runs 80 
high that there was no disposition to let the de- 
moralization in that part of the country interfere 
with the well-known property of the remainder of 
the country, and other stocks still showed marked 
strength, Vanderbilts being most prominent, with 
the additionjof Gas stocks. The market, as acon- 
sequence, was active and irregular, with consider- 
able feverishness throughout the day, while im- 
portant movements were confined toa few stocks, 
the rest of the market moving within compara- 
tively narrow limits. Missouri Pacific early be- 
came a weak point in the list, and transactions in 
that stock ran up to larger figures than have been 
seen for some time, while the pressure to sell it 
kept it moving steadily in a downward direction, 
the closing price being buta shade better than 
the lowest. Rock Island was another sufferer, 
though the business done in it was small. Chicago 
contributed liberal selling orders in all the 
Granger stocks, and also a continuous stream of 
dispatches in regard to the rate-cutting and de- 
moralization of the the railroad situation. Out- 
side of the two stocks named, however, there was 
little effect produced by these tactics, 
and the market again demonstrated its 
inherent strength to the satisfaction of many 
of the bulls. Gas stocks were strong all the 
way out, and in the afternoon Vanderbilts all 
became active, with a material advance in all of 
them, though the Canada Southern and the Big 
Four were the most prominent. Coal stocks also 
showed marked strength, the latter making one of 
its sharp upward turns, and securing the largest 
advance of the day. Money began to work closer 
fn the afternoon, and the rest on call was bid up 
to ten per cent, the close being at that figure bid. 
This had a deterrent effect upon purchasers, and 
indulged considerable realizing among smaller 
operators, which gave the whole list a drooping 
tendency towards dehivery hour, and wiped out a 
Jarge proportion of the gains of the forenoon. 
The close was active and weak, and generally at 
fractional declines from Saturday’s final figures.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
_ Grain and Provisions, | 

CHICAGO, May 12.—Good business was trans- 
acted in wheat today and prices were somewhat 
irregular. Opening was weak and prices 214@2%, 
lower than closing figures of Saturday for July 
but from this decline prices gradually advanced 
2\%, then fluctuated somewhat, eased off slightly 
and closed about 34 lower than Saturday. May 
and June ruled 244@3 lower, recovered some and 
closed 44 lower for May and %,c lower for June 
than closing figures Saturday. Decline and early 
weakness were attributed to government crop re- 
port. It was estimated that according tothis, and 
making conservative allowance for acreage plowed 
up, yield of winter wheat would indicate decrease 
of forty-five million bushels as compared with 
last year. While average condition was one point 
lower .than last report operators had expected 
much poorer showing. Weather news trom north- 
west was decidedly bad and weather map shows 
indications of colder weather. 

Corn was traded in to fair extent but range was 
narrower and market lessirregular than for sev- 
eral days, price changes being limited to 4,@%, 
range. Feeling prevailing Was easy, early in- 
fluenced some by wheat, but firmed up some later. 
Better tone was attributed some toa predicted cold 
wave and to rumors of frostsin June. Prominent 
local operator was both buying and selling, but 
probably sold more than he bought—stlling one 
lot of 100,000 bushels July at 33%. Market opened 
trifle under Saturday’s final quotations, was easy 
for time, then became firmer and advanced 34, 
ruled steady and closed 4 @%, better than Satur- 
day.
